1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing the amendment and remarks filed on August 5, 2003, the claims were found 
to be allowable since no prior art could be found concerning or suggesting a computer- 
based system to detect and analyze the ground reaction forces produced by an animal 
passing through the system, comprising: the length each of the first plate and the 
second plate are selected to be greater than the distance traversed by the animal at a 
standard walking gait of the animal so that each limb contacts the respective one of the 
first and second plate at least once. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
